His pockets were filled with bricks 
and lumps of coal 
A note said: 
"If you do not withdraw the suit by 
the time I leave the house tomorrow 
night, damaging evidence will be 
brought against you. evidence about 
the last six years " 
The handwriting was Talcott's own 
It wa« a copy of a threat made bi 
Mrs Talcott on the day Moore's trial 
opened. 
Talcott opposed Moore's teachings 


of "resist not e\il." and frequently 
plea'ded with Mrs Talcott to quit the 
cult, to which she was giving money 
Despairing of a change of heart, Tal- 
cott sought aid of the police, with 
the result that Moore wa» fined f lOfr 
and costs for .receiving money under 
false pretenses. Mrs. Talcott, defiant, 
stood by Moore. 
After Moore* trial he caused his 


wife to be. examined for her sanity 
She was found sane

Board of Trustees of Averett College 
has resigned. 
The Board of Directors, or eight of 


the twenty of them, held a called 
meeting yesterday afternoon at the 
college building at which Mr. Lea's 
resignation was presented and accept- 
ed. « The board also at the close of the 
meeting agreed to a suggestion of W. 
B. Gardner, presiding, tho terms of 
which pledged them to keep their 
lips feQAlod and not to give out uny- 
thlrjg {hat took place. 
Mr. Lea did 


,rfbt attend the meeting, lie is at a 
summer resort Just now. 
Notwithstanding a continuance of 


the secretive policy which governed 
the board during the days of the more 
or less warm exchanges with refer- 
ence to Clayton E Crosland. the for- 
mer president, the Register is in a 
position today to state that not only 
was Mr Lea'a resignation addressed 
to President James P. Craft, but that 
t was couched in terms which left 
the Board of Trustees no alternative 
That the resignation was accepted is 
admitted by Charles B. Clements, a 
member of" the board and its pecre- 
ary, who was found yesterday even- 
_ng at his office and who, when ask- 
ed the question, said that the resig- 
nation had been accepted 
The Regis- 


ter can state further that no succes- 
sor was elected to Mr. Lea, whose in- 
.erest in the college affairs together 
with large monetary gifts is notable. 
It is also true that Mr. Lea's letter 
gf resignation was presented several 
days ago and that he was insistent 
that it should be accepted . 
Averett College will reopen for the 


new term Oil September llth -with a, 
arger faculty and with an increased 
budget. 
The new wing built from 


money made available by the Sever ty- 
Five Million Dollar Campaign is con- 
siderably delayed. Material has been 
icld up by the strike, it is said, and

ed if Mr. Lea's resignation had been 
presented he expressed himself' as be- 
ing placed in an embarrassing situa- 
tion adding that he could not answer 
the question. By way of explanation 
he stated that before the close of the 
meeting the board had leached ^n, 
agreement, terms of which virtually 
put the members In honor bound not 
to divulge what had tak«i place. 


Dr. Craft stated however that ha 


believed that a policy of frankness 
would better-serve the interests of 
the college but this view was purely 
a personal one and he could not un- 
der the 
circumstances violate 
the 


sense of the agreement not to tell 
just what the trustees did or by what 
means Ihey hope to advance Averett 
College as an institution. 


As to next year's prospects, Dr. 


Craft spoke with encouragement but 
admitted that a month ago he had 
spoken frankly to the board regard- 
ing certain conditions. Not quite so 
many pupils, he said, have been en- 
rolled this year as there were last 
year but he added there was nothing 
for discouragement in the situation. 
, The possibility of a deficit this year 
w'hile not actually foreseen is an ele- 
ment to be reckoned with. This, in 
Dr. Craft's view is a more or less 
natural sequence in a period of eco- 
nomic distress and transition. 


Dr. Craft believes in harmony and 


he is of opinion that A%erett College 
can widen the scope of its beneficial 
influence not so much "by flying in the 
face of public opinion as by seeking 
friendly cooperation along all lines. 


The budget of Av*3reU College has 


been substantially increased this year, 
the faculty and school are being en- 
larged and it is hoped b" those - 
are interested in the welfare of the 
college that the opening day will see 
at least as many pupils as were regis- 
tered there last year 


Dr. Craft was asked if he would 


show the letter Of resignation in which 
Mr. Lea gave his personal health the 
reason for his withdrawal. Dr. Craft 
felt that he was unable to do this, 
le then endeavored to get in touch 
with W. E. Gardner wlio presided at- 
iresterday's meeting with a "view; to 
;ecuring- the permission to obtain a 
tatement but Mr Gardner at that 
moment could not be reached by tele- 
phone- 
Later in the evening the college 


president yisued the Register 
office 


and stated that he had had a confer- 
ence with the member who presidec 
at yesterday's meeting and he was 
>repared to answer all questions that 
he reporter might put. 
This, how- 


ever, was predicated on an agreemen 
hat anything putting the board in 
i secretive light be eliminated from

traft explained that there had been 
really no resolution adopted pledging 
.he members to secrecy but that it 
was in the way of an afterthought, 


suggestion made by the presiding 


officer (Mr._ Gardner; and to which 
all members present assented.

desire to put the colllege in its prop- 
er light before the community 
The 


agreement he sought was not reached 
and the text of Mr. Lea's letter in- 
sisting upon his resignation must re- 
main a part of the minutes of the col- 
lege proceedings and not destined for 
the light of publicity just now.

Having completed tho smooth sur- 
facing of Chestnut PJace. or North 
Chestnut street, a thoroughfare much 
traversed because it is the most dl- 
r»ct and ha* ths beat grada of any 
of tha streets connecting Main with 
drove and the streets to the north- 
ward, the paving contractor next di- 
verted hia corps o( wprkmen to tiouth 
Ridge street and has mads excellent 
progress In the surfacing of that 
•trtst from Main to Ridge. The as- 
phalt surfacing compound Is being 
iald over the old rubble or block 
stone paving which has lain there for 
many yean. 
While the covering of old and 
rough-surfaced 
paving 
vlth 
the 
•mouth and resilient surfacing ma- 
terial may be said to be sttH in an 
experimental stage and may require 
saveral years of wearing test before 
It finally commands general approval, 
the paving of many streets in this 
way is • being done within the past 
two or three years. A former city 
engineer, Mr. Magruder, stated six 
or seven years ago that such coating 
or covering for old and rough paving 
would not stanj), contending that traf- 
fic over such a street would cause it 
to crack, owing to the uncertainty and 
unevennesi of the base. Until recent- 
Is/it was invariably the custom in 
smooth-paving streets to dig up and 
discard the old stone paving and re- 
place the area to be newly paved with 
a bed of crushed stone. This was an 
expensive and time-cousuming pro- 
cess, with the result that comparative- 
ly little of such paving was done. 
Some yean ago an experiment was 
made In coating with a smooth sup- 
face the bed of Chestnut street from 
the intersection of Pine street to the 
corner of Green. So well has that 
work stood the test of time and wear 
that" it demonstrated the efficiency 
and sufficiency of this method, and 
Since then manv streets or sections of 
street have b«»n thus treated with 
eminently satisfactory results: 
The city's, experience with paving 
the roadway of many stfeets has sug- 
gested the desirability of an experi- 
ment in the yeneering of old. worn 
and uneven brick sidewalk with the 
asphaltie surfacing. 
On Main street 


in ssctloni whora ths old a«« wom 
brick pavement has ««t bosn dji»lao- 
•d by granolithic, much of vhf BWJI* 
uneven and roughest walking jn tho 
city Is to be fcund. even though thli 
Is the most traysreed thoroughfaro III 
the city. In rainy periods or In »»«• 
following snow or sleet, this old D«C* 
pavement becomes Just ons puddle 
after anothw. und the unwary pedes- 
trian finds walking at night ovor such 
streets a series of splashes.

Coal Legislation 


Before Congress 


WASHINGTON Aug. 31—The ad- 


ministration bill lor control and dis- 
tribution of coal during th'e mining 
and transportation emergency 
was 


passed today by the House 214 to 16 
and sent to the Senate with assuran- 
ces of early consideration. Only one 
change was made in tho measure as 
originally framed, an amendment by 
Reprsentatlvp Sanders, 
Republican, 


Indiana, providing that the life of the 
law should end January 1, 1924, or a 
few weeks after the first regular ses- 
sion of the next Congress, being pass- 
ed 122 to 77. 


In the Senate, as soon as the sol- 
diers' bonus bill had been disposed of. 
attention was turned to coal legisla- 
tion, the Borah substitute for 
the 
House bill passed last week creating 
a fact-finding commission being tak- 
en up 
Two hours of debate, howev- 
er, showed the impossibility of ac- 
tion on the measure today and it 
went over for further consideration 
tomorrow. 


The big flght of the day 
in 
the 


House was in the section of the con- 
trol and distribution measure which 
gave the president the right, after is- 
suance of a presidential proclamation 
declaring the present emergency no 


i longer in existence, to proclaim the 
i existence of another such emergencj, 
1 without asking leave of Congress The 
section Mas voted out in committee of 


i the whole, 85 to 65. but when the bill, 
| as finally completed, vias, put beftore 
the Hou&e proper, Chairman Winslow, 
of the interstate commerce comm^t- 
tee, in charge of :t, demanded and o£- 
tamed a record vote, and the section 
was retained, 148 to 124 


Representative Raj burn of Texas, 
Democratic member of the interstate 
commerce committee, offered the mo- 
tion to stHke it out, and he was sup- 
ported bj Chan man Madden of the 
appropriations committee, Repiesen- 
tative Graham, Republican, Pennsyl- 
vania, and some leaders of both par- 
ties 
Previously Mr 
Winslow 
had 


sought to amend the provision so as 
to give Congress the right to sa> if 
an emergency prevailed in the coal 
mining and railroad woild, but his 
motion to htis effect was defeated 
through the votes of members who 
were confident 
the 
entire 
section 
would go out 


Mr Rayburn's motion to recommit 


for the purpose of eliminating 
the 
clause "to pi event extortion in prices 
charged for coal and other fuel and 
promote the general welfare" was re- 
jected without a record vote. 


Three Republicans from West Vir- 
ginia, Goodykoonts. Woodyard 
and 
Rosenbloom, opposed the 
bill, 
Mi 
Goodykoontz declaring that 
in 
the 
House debate operators 
had 
b°en 
"castigated," while no strong 
voice 
was lifted against profiteering retail- 
ers. 
Asserting that the 
measure 


would not afford relief, he told the 
House the people had asked for bread 
and Congress had given them a stone. 
Mr Woodyard characterized the leg- 
islation as socialistic and declared the 
"same cure-all legislation" might be 
demanded by those concerned with 
other industries than coal 


The Senate 
discussion 
developed 
more into exchanges of opinions as 
to the causes and possible consequen- 
ces of the present rail and coal sit- 
uation than of the Borah bill. 
It 


brought also, from Senator Frehng- 
huvsen Republican, New Jersey, a 
utr**i7*ent tnat had tne Senate acted 
on I ills which he 
introduced 
two 
years ago and a year ago and which 
he claimed were designed to serve 
the same purpose as the present pro- 
posal, the present emergncy could 
have been averted 
i 


Senator Frelmghuysen said he be- 
lieved the Borah bill should pass be- 
cause of a conviction that conditions 
similar to those now before the coun- 
try would have to be 
faced 
next 
spring 
He argued, however, that the 


fact-finding commission 
should 
be 
made a permanent government trib- 
unal and not be limited to one Inves- 
tigation 


The New Jersey senator declared 
that many large coal companies had 
been guilty of taking extortionate and 
outrageous profits and read a long 
list of dividends voted bv several. The 
lists, he said, were public propertv 
and had been compiled and published 
by well-known publishers.
